JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA.

very startling news, of which the papers are full, baring been 
received from the seat of war. The Japan Mail of the 8th Sept, 
says:— 

news of the past week from the seat of war in the South. 
must have satisfied the most ardent lover of the sensational, who 
could scarcely in his wildest dreams have been prepared for the 
announcement that a body of she Satsuma forces Bad saad their 
Teappearance at Kagoshima and successfully obtained possession 
of the city. As to the manner in which, this man@uvre has 
been accomplished we cannot yet give full and reliable detail 
but it seems more than probable that Saigo and the forces 
under his personal leadership bave never been engaged until 
lately with the Imperialists, but have been quietly lying hidden 
in some mountain stronghold, where they could watch the pro- 
of events and be ready to take advantage of auy care- 

ness of their antagonists resulting from the over confidence 
wrought by their apparent success. It is said that the insur- 
gent forces, which were gradually drivenfinto a corner of Hiuga, 
abandoned stronghold after stronghold with scarcely a blow 
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being struck, and finally surrendering in a body—as it is now 
stated—without any final struggle, were mere decoy ducks. 
That they had instructions to act in this manner, leading the 
Imperialists to suppose that they were following Saigo’s real 
army, and that in foreing their surrender they were crushing 
out the war, Be that as it may, Saigo or Kirino—it is doubt- 
ful which—snddenly appeared ‘at Yokogawa in Osumi, where 
a terrible battle was fought, resulting in total defeat, with great 
sliughter, of the Imperislists under General Miyoshi. It is 
also rumoured that two of the principal Imperial Generals 
were killed and another seriously wounded. The Satsuma 
troops then marched on Kagoshima, which in spite of the 
presence of the fleet seems to have been left nearly unde- 
fended. Some fighting took place, and Kagoshima is once more 
in possession of its former masters, On the entry of the inaur- 
gents the greatest panic prevailed, the Governor and other 
officials m: ing to get on board the Takackiwo Maru and 
escape to Ni It was at first reported that this bold dash 
was performed by only about three hundred men, but the num- 
bers have already mounted up to as many thousands, and there 
can be little doubt that Saigo and Kirino are both at the head 
of formidable bodies. It is also rumoured that a large amount 
of money, some thousands of stands of arms, several Gatling 
guns, abundance of ammunition and Government stores of all kinds 

ave fallen into the hands of the victors. This may very pro- 
Dably be the case, as Kagoshima was the head-quarters of the 
Government, and so sudden was the attack that there was no 
time to remove anything. 

The Mainichi Shimbun states that the Kanagawa Ken officials 
have concluded an agreement with a contractor for the sum of 
300,000 yen to clean out all the wells connected with the aque- 
duct which supplies the native town with drinking water. ‘I! 
is considered a stnitary measure of the greatest importance, it 
being one calculated to repress the frequent and virulent attacks 
of typhoid fever to which Japanese towns are always subject. 

The decision in H.B.M. Court, in the case brought ty the 
Tokio fu against a British subject for the non-payment of 
ground-rent, has been deeided, as expected, in favour of the 
plaintiff. This decision, it is noticeable, is in opposition to one 
given in the U.S. Court. 

The Japanese navy has sustained a severe loss in the ironclad 
Riojo Kan. This vessel was driven on shore during a typhoon, 
and it was said was likely to become a total wreck. The Japan 
Herald gives the following particulars :— 

We have received information that the Japanese ironclad Rigj¢ 
Kan was driven ashore on one of the reefs opposite Kagoshima, 
during the typhoon of the 2Gth ult. A portion of her guus were 
thrown overboard to lighten her, but she still remained on the 
reef, and we hear from private sources that ‘she is so severely 
strained, and her armour plates are so badly wrenched, that it is 
doubtful whether she can be got off and refitted for service. A 
transport called the Awantsu Maru foundered with a loss of five 
or six men, during the same gale, and several men-of-war aud 
transports were also injured, 

The above paper also gives the following news :— 

The Imperial family has been placed in mourning in conse 
quence of the death of the Princess Seikan-in-no-miya, a sister 
of the late Mikado, and widow of the last Shogun but one. 

The Government continue to make large purchases of arms 
and ammunition. 

Large reductions have been made in the expense of the Im- 
perial Household. 

Ohara, secretary to the Foreign Department, was assassinated 
on the Gth Sept. his wife also being severely wounded. 

TOKIO. 

The Tokio correspondent of the Japan Herald describes the 
opening of the National Exhibition at Uyeno aa follows :— 

“The official opening of the National Exhibition at Uyeno 
took place on the 2ist of August, but, owing to some mud- 
dling and inexplicable mismanagement of the officials charged 
with its conduct, neither the foreign consuls nor the foreign 
press were invited. ‘Taking the Exhibition as a whole, and 
making allowances for the inevitable difficulties attending 
enterprises of this kind, it is interesting and creditable ; nor, 
when the artistic proclivities and patient skill of the Japanese 
people are taken into consideration, could it well be otherwise. 
In every department of manufacturing industry—silks, lacquer, 
bronze, porcelain, and the thonsand and one articles of daily life, 
the Exhibition teems with the best examples of what the artists 
and artisans of Japan of today can produce. Old curios and 
antiquities are not shown, and the lover of things of the past 
must look elsewhere for a gratification of his curiosity.” 

‘The six principal buildings—or Exhibition buildings in the 
atricter sense—benr, each of them, an inscription indicating their 
contents. ‘Turning left from the entrance, these buildings will 
be found ranged in the following order :—1, Horticultural Hall; 
2, Machinery Hall; 3, Western Hall; 4, Fine Arta Gallery 
(forms the side that faces the entrance); 5, Eastern Hall ; and 6, 
Agricultural Hall. These are all connected with each other by 
xed gallery, and are profusely decorated both inside 
and outside with flags, sometimes white with red borders, aud 
sometimes red with white borders. ‘Lhe structures being, with 


























































one exception, only intended to remain as long as the 
Exhibition lasts, viz., Puntil [the Ist December this year, 
they are unpretending in appearance, and have been built 
in the most economical manner. They aré all of wood, one 
storied, roofed with galvanised iron, floored with cement, lit by 
windows in the walls and by skylights in the roof, and painted, 
both inside and outside, with colours pleasing to the eye. Each 
building is built in form of a rectangle, but they vary consider- 
ably in size. The one exception from the general method of con- 
struction is the building for the Fine Arts, which is intended to 
remain standing, as an ia memoriam, after the Exhibition shall 
have been closed. It has been erected by the Department of 
Architecture under the Ministry for Public Works, and is built 
in red brick, roofed with tiles, floored with boards, aud lit by 
windows inserted in gables in the roof. 


HIOGO, 

‘We take the following from the Hiogo News :— 

‘The news from the south tells us very little beyond what was 
known some days ago with regard to the principal theatre of 
operations. The leallers have apparently taken a sufficient fol- 
lowing with them from Nobeoka to enable them to show some 
frout in the hills, and the disintegration of the rebel forces which, 
from the appearance of small parties at different points, sent 
to be going on, was naturally to be looked for after their last 
base of operations was broken up. 

It will perhaps be Temembered that about a year ago a man 
who lived just below Sannomiya Station, suspecting the fidelity 
of his wife, made a visit to a house in the village just above the 
old race course, and brutally murdered a man he found there. 
We have just heard that the murderer has been beheaded iu the 
jail, and it may be worth while to note that the sentence was 
carried out in accordance with the new law, that is, on the 
strength of the evidence only, the prisoner refusing to confess 

is guilt, 

We believe it better for the future of Japan that the restless 
and ambitious pride of the Satsuma clan should receive a check ; 
in fact, considering what the attitude of that clan has till now 
been, we say nothing more than the simple truth when we say 
that only now is the Revolution, begun ten years ago, reaching 
completion, even geosraphically. The rivalry begotten of a 
clannish feeling between different sections of a nation isan ex- 
cellent thing in its time and place, but it must stand in abeyance 
before the interests of the nation as a whole. When Japan was 
all the world to herself, provincial jealousies and hatreds were 
the yeast which kept her from stagnation and decay, but when 
she rose to the dignity of becoming a nation, instead of a mere 
cluster of islands in the Pacific, national unity became of 
more importance to her than whether Choshiu should carry 
home the head of Satsuma or Satsuma take home the head of 
Choshin. Saigo, for aught we know, may have been, in pur- 
suing his recent course, animated by the highest and purest 
motives, but from the very nature of the power to which he 
appealed—the clannishness of the Satsuma shizoku—his cause 
must stand condemned ; for, had he succeeded, his triumph 
wonld have been to a very great extent, whether he so intended 
it or not, the triumph of provincialism over nationalism. In sup- 
port of our case we need only ask the question of all those who 
have conversed with intelligent Japanese, not being Satsuma 
men, during the progress of this rebellion, whether one of the 
strongest weapons in the hands of the Government throughout. 
has not been the deep-seated distrust of the Satsuma clan enter- 
tained by nearly all other Japanese, and the conviction that, pro- 
fom pbk they might, they were only fighting “for their own 

and.” 

















CHINA. 


NEWCHWANG. 
The Daily News correspondent writes under date of Aug. 23:— 


I am happy to say that the cholera has now almost di: 
peared. A few cases occur occasionally, and they may invariably 
be traced to a hearty meal off water-melons, cucumbers, raw 
tomatoes, or (and this seems to be the principal source of conta- 
gion, although unhealthy fruit and raw vegetables are perhaps 
an original cause) the non-removal of choleraic refuse. Two 
cases of death have occurred with natives in foreign service, but 
several cures have been effected with castor oil and rhubarb at. 
once administered, and followed by a good dose of chlorodyne— 
warmth to the feet and stomach, by means of hot water bottles 
or bricks. In 1862 hundreds of natives were cured with liberal 
doses of brandy and cayenne pepper. 

















SHANGHAL 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 2nd 
Sept.; the French mail from London, July 13, was received 
on the 27th August, and the following P. and O. mail of 20th 
July arrived ont on the 30th August. 

The cool weather had fairly set in at the date of the last 
I's departure, and the training for the antumn races had com- 
meneed, The pawrshop question had been further diseussed, 
with a view of obtaining uniformity of action in the English 
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and French settlements, and ultimately the French Council 
agreed with the English Council as to the advisability of closing 
the shops at ten p.ot, in order to lessen the facilities to thieves 
for getting rid of their booty. Ata meeting on the 20th Aug, 
the Bill for Tis. 9 for building the Bund Bridge over the : 
Yang-king pang was agreed to. A request by a company of fifty ! 
Chinese to be allotted the monopoly of the 1,500 jinricksha | 
licenses was refused. A letter from Mr. Cowie was read, asking | 
the Council to cause to be removed certain houses built on the 
property of Mr. Baron, which, by their appearance and their 
state of insalubrity, tend to depreciate the neighbouring houses. 
The Council did uot see that it could take such action ; a3 re- 
garded the question of public health, however, it would take ! 
care that the rules were enforced. 

The North China Daily News notes that in consequence of the 

romulgation of a set of prohibitory lekiz rules hy the Taoutai cf 
WWenchow, all shipments thither from Shanghai have been 
stopped ; and the steamer Conyuest taken temporarily off the 
line. It adds :—We have long since realise: e Mandarins 
Delieve commerce was created for purposes of taxation ; but we 
have seldom seen more emphatic proof of the fact than in the two 
sets of rules which have lately come to our hand. Those regarding 
the ports of call ou the Yangtsze seemed especially designed to | 
hinder trade in their neighbourhood ; and those which we publish 
regarding the port of Wenchow, out-do all previons compositions 
in the audacity of their provisions and of their aisrepresenta- 
tions. Viewed as amongst the first fruits of the Chefoo Conven- 
tion, they furnish much food for reflection ; and confirm all that 
was sail at the time in our own columns, and those of our con- 
temporaries, as to the extreme injudicionsness—to use no stronger 
word—of the so-called “ehin clause” of that document. Of 
course, nearly every statement in these rules as to t the 
treaties do say, is distorted and misrepresented ; but it is quite 
possible also to see how every sentence has been ingeniously 
founded on the negative recognition of lekin outside foreign set- 
tlements, of which Sir Thomas Wade was guilt; 

The above-named paper has also the following :— 

‘As most of our readers are no doubt aware, a project has 
been started lately for getting up a Steam Washing Company in 

anghai, the capital to be Tis. 6,000, in 100 shares of Tls. 60 
ud to learn that three-fourths of this sum has 
been subscribed ; and when a few more signatures have been 
obtained it is, we believe, intended to call a meeting of sub- 
scribers, with a view to appoint a committee commence 
operations, We wish Mr. Meller (who is energetically promoting 
the scheme) all success in his endeavours.” The prospect of 
having one’s clothes not knocked to pieces, and possibly of having 
‘one’s shirts returned a little less the colour of pea soup, is one 
which only those who have lately come out from home ean fully 
realise ; but which every one can imagine with pleasure. 

A meeting of debenture-holders in the Shanghai Sailors’ Home 
was held on the 22nd August, when the Home, aa property, was 
shown to be ina fairly satisfactory position ; that is to say, the 
trustees huve some Tis. 6,000 in hand, and the frontage can be 
sold for sufficient to pay off the outstanding debentures. As a 
working institution, however, the position is much less promising, 
the superintendent having been unable to pay rent for nearly 
twelve months, owing to the falling off in the number of inmates. 
The sale of the frontage to Messrs. Jardine, Matheson, and Co., 
for Tls. 10,000, was authorised, and a committee was formed to 
consult upon some plan of reorganising the Home asa public 
trust. 

Proceedings have been instituted in H.B.M.’s Supreme Court, 
on behalf of H.B.M.’s gunboat Frolic, against the steamer 
Dragon, which was placed under arrest by an order of the Court. 
‘We understand the necessary bail has been given, and that the 
Dragon leaves this evening for Japan and Vladivostock. 

We hear the greater part of the claim for Hospital Dues, 
which formed one of the qeubtfal items in the winding-up value 














































































of the 8.8, N. Company, is considered untenable at Washington. 
There is, however, still a question as to some of the steamers, 
involving about $4,000, which remains doubtful. The sum at 
first spoken of was $21,000. 

We are sorry to hear that Mr. A. S, Harvey, late Acting 
British Consul at Kiungchow, has been obliged to go home on 
sick leave. 

We understand that Mr. J. Middleton, of H.M.’s Consular 
service, who is home on furlough, is not likely to return to 
China. 

Speaking of the suggested amalgamation of the offices of Consul 
and Judge, the North China Herald says :— 

The amalgamation of the offices in the hands of one individual 
will be to over-work the Consul, And that difficulty cannot be 
met, even by increasing the Consular staff. There is work to 
which a Consul must personally attend, and the time of the 
Shanghai Consul, within whose jurisdiction the port of Chin- 
keang is also placed, is quite sufliciently occupied. To throw 
upon the same man’ the duties of a judge would be simply to 
overweight him, nnd lead to the inefficient performance of some 
of his duties. If, however, the abolition of the Supreme Court 
be resolved on, there is still a way of arranging the matter without 
the pluralism against which we protest. Let the British Consul at 
Shanghai be made a Consul-General, as he should have been years 


— 


ago, and another official with the title of Legal Consul be ap- 
jointed to attend to the law duties which now devolve upon the 
Judge. Of course it may be said that Consuls discharge the 
functions both of Consul and Judge at the outports, and that 
there is no reason why they should not do so equally well at 
Shanghai. But there ave two reasons. In_ the first place the 
questions of all kinds, and especially the judicial ones, which 
arise at the small ports, are less frequent and generally less 
important than those at Shanghai. In the second place, 
the men at the outports are trained consuls ; and, if it is a 
question between the two, we would much rather see a trained 
consul than a barrister placed in charge of the two offices. The 
former would be much less likely to make a mess of the legal 
business, than the latter would of the political, in such a country 
as China, 


WENCHOW. 

The North China Daily News correspondent writes :— 

Trade here received a rude shock the other day by reason of 
the high dein tariff which was suddenly sprung on us, A set 
of “rules,” ludicrous in the extreme, accompanied the table of 
rates; and in it all the clauses in the Treaty alluding to the 
Customs were twisted round and made to bear on the subject of 
proclamation. For instance, one rule stated that by treaty (sie) 

ners as well as natives were subject to lekin. Again, 
another notified that twice a month the ledin officers would 
inspect foreign godowns, “and by checking the contents with 
the Customs statement the difference would show what goods 
ought to have paid lekin,” Ke, &e. This was stated to be an 
exact copy of the regulations in force at Ninapo. Extraordinary 
precautions were taken at first to prevent the circulating docu- 
ments, containing the rules, falling into foreign hands; but 
in spite of all it was not long before our authorities 
were in possession of them. ‘he Chinese immediately 
combined to resist the extortion, with the result of quite stag- 
nating trade, Orders were sent to Shanghai to stop shipments, 
This last has had the effect of depriving us of our usual and 
solitary steamer. The native merchants further threatened to 
close their places, and in the end so intimidated the Taoutai 
that the proclamations were withdrawn and modifications pro- 
mised. The merchants are not quite satisfied yet ; but in es- 
caping this Scylla I fear foreigners are threatened with a Cha- 
rybiis, The “Ningpo lekin guild” have, of course, suilered 
severely by the opening of this port, and they are afraid that 
they may not realise even the comparatively small amount they 
pay for farming the tax. 

‘They are, therefore, making great efforts to persuade one or 
two of the leading merchants here to join them in farming the 
likin at Wenchow. Now it will be remembered that at Ning] 
they were quietly allowed to do this. They acquired the right 
to levy for a comparatively small payment, and forming a guild 
of all the native importers, the amount was readily made up by 
the imposition of a very low rate. 

Bat the moment an unhappy foreigner dared to import a bale, 
he was taxed by these conspirators to the full theoretical 
amount, and not one step could his goods go until this was paid. 











HONG KONG. 
Dates by this mail extend to the 8th September ; the French

The lenient ipa of the Governor towards the criminal 
classes in Hong Kong was still the subject of much comment. 
The now celebrated: Wong Apo, the individual convicted of 
burglary, brutal violence, and cell-breaking, and who said he 
dared not return to China because he murdered a man who, ac- 
cording to his story, killed his brother, had, however, at lust to be 
thrashed. It seems that Wong had latterly varied his detiance 
ot the prison regulations with occasional yelling and ching, 
and these performances got so unbearable that the Visiting Jus- 
tices were called in to consider what should be done with him, 
The result was a recommendation tothe Governor that he should 
be flogged. If Wong had reckoued on his “No. 1 good Friend ” 
saving him from a flogging he was rather disagreably surprised. 
His Excellency, in reply, wrote a despatch (it is said to have 
been of considerable dimensions) in which he reiterated his dis- 
approval of the practice of flogwing, but ultimately consented to 
the soothing effects of the rattan being tried on the rascal, 
Wong thereupon received twenty-four strokes from the rattan, 
and they are said to have worked a wonderful improvement in 
his condition. 

The departure by the last French mail from the Colony of 
Mr. H. Magniae, of the firm of Messrs. Jardine, Matheson and 
Co., is noted with regret. Mr. Magniac was a very old resident, 
and, as one of the most honest and enthusiastic supporters of the 
thoroughgoing English sport of horse-racing, will be greatly 
missed in connection with the miniature ‘Berby meetings .at 
Wong-nei-chong. He had his first mount here at the Hong 
Kong Race. Meeting of 1855, and ever since that time he has 
evinced the greatest interest in this wholesome sport in the 
Colony. 
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We take the following from the China Mail:— 

A daring robbery was committed about noon of the 4th Sept., 
in the residence of Mr. F. Xavier, No. 59, Wyndham-street 
(close to the Central Police Station), It appears that four China- 
men, well armed with swords and knives, entered the house (by 
means of a bamboo scaffolding) while it was occupied by Mra. 
Xavier only, her husband being absent on his official duties. 
The thieves proceeded upstairs, with the apparent knowledge 
that most of the valuables were there deposited, and having 
forced the lady downstairs, they gathered together all the money 
and jewellery they could lay their hands on, and broke into the 
wardrobe in order to extend their exploratious and add to their 
booty. Mrs. Xavier, though much frightened, went upstairs, but 
‘was stopped on the landing by one of the robbers, who threat- 
ened her with an open kuife. No violence, however, seems to 
have been attempted I by the rascals, the removal of the valuables 
apparently being the only object aimed at. Unfortunately, 
elther the robbery was so sudden, or Mrs, Xavier's presence of 
mind was unequal to the occasion; anyhow, the scoundrels 
seem to have got away with their spoils without let or hindrance. 
That such an outrage should be committed in open day, under 
the very nose of the police, indicates that there is something 
radically wrong. ; | 

‘The Superintendent of the Jail (Captain Ducat) was robbed 
on the 5th in the prison of $40 and his revolver! The thief, a 
coolie employed in the prison, took the money and weapon from 
the Superintendent’s quarters and then decamped. 

The above-named paper gives the following particulars of the 
last of the Old Canton “Hong” Merchants, King-Qua whose 
death was mentioned by last mail :— 

‘The last of the Hong Merchants has just died here, aged eighty- 
eight years. He succevded his father, oue of the leading members 
of the Co-Hong in the early part of this century, in the mandarin 
department of their Hong, nearly or quite balf a century ago 
(Linchong being the chief partner), and was for many years pro- 
minent in the relations with foreign officers as interinediary, in 
conjunction with one or two other members of the Co-Hong. 
As such his position was often one of embarrassment and dithi- 
culty ; but he seemed always to discharge the duties imposed 
upon him by the authorities with ability and untiring patience. 

is position was one of considerable advantage, in that his father 
had enjoyed the Emperor's favour and his elder brother had 
attained to the high rank of the Hanlin, although the family 
became relatively poor. 

At present the son of the eldest brother, who is alsoa graduate 
of the Hanlin and has a red button, is in chief charge of the 
Lducational department here. ‘ 

The original home of the family was at Whampoa. There are 
here left of his family, including sors, grandsons, great grand- 
sons, nephews and their sons, forty-nine males ; no account being 
given of the females in the funeral card, 

His characteristics were in marked contrast to those of Pwan- 
‘Ting-qua, who had enjoyed the lavish use of a princely fortune, 
after attaining high literary rauk at Peking; and whose decease 
we noticed in 1874. In short, King Qua was eminently a pru- 
dent, temperate man, who exercised a salutary influence upon his 
family and society in’ general

SOOLOO. 

‘A letter from this place says :— 

The ss. Pontianat, Far East, and the German schooner 
Hinna, are here at present, and H.M. gunboat Curlew has left 
for Labuan, via Banma, Her visit here was to look after Bri- 
tish interests in case of any molestation from the Spaniards. 
Mr. Treacher, Colonial Secretary of Labuan, was on board of 
her, and he paid a visit to the Sultan. The impression he has 
left with regard to the Spaniards is not very favourable, for 
T hear that he told the Sultan he need expect no help from 
the English. If the Sultan were to be the only sufferer, it 
would not matter so much ; but he will not be the only sufferer, 
for whenever the Spaniards begin further conquest, British 
trade—which is very considerable—will cease. It is all very well 
for the Spaniards to give the English and German Governments 

rotocols proclaiming free trade ; that is all very fine in its way, 
Bat those who know Spaniards know that British trade will 
cease the moment the Spaniards are masters of the Sooloo 
Archipelago. Traders here prefer the rule of the Sultan, and 
it would well of our Government if they would think a 
little of their own interest and the interest of the British Sooloo 
traders to put a stop at once to the intended occupying, by the 
Spaniards, of other Sooloo ports. 

‘There is a party of some consequence sent specially by the 
Spanish Government to Banua (Soloo), to see whether or not 
Soloo is worth the lives of a few thousand Manila men, and he 
has come to the conclusion that it is, and has reported to his Go- 
vernment accordingly. It is a shame in this nineteenth century 
of ours that such piratical conquests should be allowed. 

‘Trade is a little dull here at present, and, owing to the strong 
8.W. winds that have been blowing, shell is scarce. 

‘The paddy is nearly ripe, so if the Spaniards do come suddenly 
they will find the Soloos well supplied with that commodity.

SARAWAK. 

A very interesting report on the state of the gambier planta- 
ions in’ Sarawak, by Mr. Oliver St. John, is published in the 
Gazette, There were, it appears, when first established, some 
twenty kangtchews. These finally settled down to seventeen 
groups of gardens, of which three have lately been abandoned, 
and there are now, therefore, fourteen under the management of 
three kongsis or companies. “‘Thesize of the gardens varies from 
fifteen to forty acres, and their number and cost so far are as

of which $32,000 has been advanced by Government. The 


number of acres uow under gambier cultivation is estimated at 
10,000, with 800 to 900 men employed in the gardens, but when 
they commence to turn out gambier something like 4,000 men 
will be required. The present plantations are mere experiments, 
and should they be successful there is no reason to doubt that 
there will not be less than 2,000 to 3,000 gardens shortly planted 
in the Principality, employing 25,000 coolies, A difficulty may 
arise as to finding land sutlicient and suitable. The immediate 
want is more coolies, none of the gardens having a sufficient 
supply; 1,500 more would be readily absorbed. The Towkays 
are about to commence the building of anew bazaar of su’ 
stantial brick houses at an estimated cost of $45,000, thus show- 
ing that they are thoroughly in earnest in their endeavour to 
introduce the new cultivation into Sarawak. The probable 
out-turn of the present gardens cannot as yet be estimated.

SINGAPORE. 

The present P. and O, mail brings advices from this port to 
the 15th September; the French mail from London, August 10, 
was received on the 9th September, and the following P. and 
O. mail of Aug. 17 arrived out on the 15th September, We take 
the following items of intelligence from the Straits Times :— 

‘We have much pleasure in testifying, from personal inspection 
of the Rafiles Museum, to the interest which Dr. Dennys, the 
secretary, displays in his labour of restoring the Museum, or 
rather creating one out of an incongruous heap of specimens 
which hitherto lay in obscurity. Fourteen cases, clean and at- 
tractive in appearance, have been filled with specimens of all 
kinds, some most valuable and all more or less interesting.

Mr. Douglass, our Colonial Secretary, whose experience of 
planting in Ceylon entitles bis opinion to some weight, takes a 
much more cheerful view of the capabilities of the soil of Perak 
than the Resident, Mr. Low, did in the diary which he kept 
during bis progress through the State. There are two hopeful 
signs which may be noted. One is that Mr. ‘Tooth, the eminent 
sugar manufacturer of Queensland and Manila, is giviug a prac~ 
tical proof of his opinion of the soil by erecting a large sugar- 
manufactory at the mouth of the Dinding river ;and he has ob- 
tained a grant of a large tract of land in the interior upon which 
he intends to encourage and assist Chinese to settle and grow 
sugarfor his manufactory. The other hopeful sign is the dispo- 
sition manifested by the Natives. They one and all want Bri- 
tish rule and protection, free from the tyranny and exactions of 
their Chiefs, 
banished Chiefs are removed they are retarning to their land 
and settling down to its cultivation with a feeling of confidence 
and security which cannot but have the best results, 

The dread of the return of the Chiefs removed, one startling 
revelation was made to Mr. Douglas. This was nothing more 
nor less than that when Sir William Jervois made a tour of the 
State, in the besinning of September, 1875, a plot was organised 
by the Chiefs for the assassination of Sir William and the whole 
of the large party accompanying him at the great meeting of 
Sultan Abdullab, ex-Sultan ‘Ismail, and all the Chiefs, which 
was to have been held at Blanj A large collection of spears 
was made at the Bulei or Audience Hall; the signal agreed upon 
was Sultan Abdullah’s lifting his hand to his head, and Syed 
Mashor of Salangore was deputed pecially, and undertook to 
despatch Sir William Jervois. This precious plot, of which all 
the Chiefs and nearly all the people seem tohave been cognisant, 
did not come off, because Sultan Abdullsh’s uerve seems to have 
failed him, and he and his chiefs did not attend the meeting at 
Blanja. It might have been successful, for Sir William had but 
a slender guard, and he and his companions would be unarmed. 

The finances of Sulangore and Sunghie Ujong are in a much 
more satisfactory state, especially those of the latter. The debt 
of Salangore to the Colony on the 30th June last was $45,892.94, 
upon which it paid five per cent, interest, and at the same 
time the principal was slightly reduced. ‘This state now possesses 
a small Legislative Council, under the Presidency of the Viceroy 
Tunku Dia Ooin, in which the Resident, Captain Douglas, and 
his assistant, Mr. Innes, have seats. The reduction of the duty 
on tin, the atolition of the duty on rice, aud the reform of land 
regulations have lately occupied its attention. The debt of 
Sunghie Ujong to the Colony on the 30th June amounted to’ 
$29,399.46, which shows a reduction, after paying interest, of 
nearly $4,000, on the principal on Ist January last. This State 
appears to be in a very flourishing condition, The chiefs and 
people are quiet and contented, and, according to a diary of 
‘Captain Murray, R.N., the Resident, the best relations exist be- 
tween him and the Datu Klana and the other Chiefs. 

The British steamer Vidar, Captain R. Barrow, which has 
arrived from Nourabaya, brought thirty-seven deck passengers 
and six children, also the chief otticer and sixteen men, the crew 
of the three-masted schvoner Alice of Mauritius, Captain Estuber, 
from Sondalu, with horses for Mauritius, which was wrecked on 
an island on the 19th July, crew all saved, but Captain Estuber 
died the next day. 

Rain has, we are informed, fallen plentifully all over Siam 
lately, aud we learn, on good authority, that the prohibition of 
the exportation of rice which is to come into operation on the 
27th inst. will be removed in the course of two months.

A correspondent writ 

Our new judge (Woods) bas arrived, and seems a very pleasant 
man. That is all we know of him at present, as he has not yet 
beun to sit in court. We are all anxiously expecting the new 
Governor, who will tind quite as mech on bis hands to setile as 
he is likely to care for. The chief political question at present 
relates to the Muar state, which is at present without a master, 
The natives desire annexation and a Resident; bat Colonel 
Anson seems to have put matters into the hands of the Mahara- 
jah of Johore, with (as his enemies assert) a view wo the final 
absorption of Muar by its more prosperous neighbour. What- 
ever be the truth, a good deal of newspaper discussion has en- 
sued, with the result of making people believe that something is 
wrong. ‘Time will show. 

As usual, our Municipal Council fails to please everybody 
Great complaints are made that the canals are permitted to be 
public nuisances, the stench from the mud at low water being 
overpowering. Flood-gates to be closed at half tides were pro- 
posed by sume one in the daily paper, but for some unexpl.ined 
cause nothing has been done ; and fever and cholera are invited 
to do their worst. Altogether the Municipal idea is, as rezards 
the busines quarter of the town, a failure. But then Singapore is 
patient, wonderfully so,—and such a trifle as an epidemic is not 
worth squabbling about, perhaps, after all. 

Captain. Walshe, our Inspector General of Police, leaves for 
home by this steamer, invalided, liver, I believe, being the cause. 
A police inspector at Penang bas just been fined $100 aud three 
months’ imprisonment for accepting a bribe of tweuty cents, 80 
Captain. Walshe has evidently woke up some of the force. The 
prisoner pleaded “an old and well-recognised custom” by way 
of excuse, but the magistrate did not see it, It is, however, 
worthy of more than passing notice that such an excuse should 
have been put forward— ay! and more than that, that it is actually 
recognised in some quarters as partially valid. The low pay 
given—far too little to secure the services of eveu moderately 
respectable people out here—of course accounts for the coreuption 
which exists, but cau hardly be said to justify it. A crusade is, 
it is said, being commenced against bribery, but unless the Govern- 
ment is both very strict aud very determined, the attempt will 
be a failure. 

Your influence would be exerted to a good end if you could 
contrive to impress upon the authorities the necessity for im- 
provement in the interpreterial departments. Singupore is over- 
run with Tamils or Klings, yet there is not single official who 
can speak their language. So, too, with Chinese, who form nine- 
tenths of the community, and of whom but a small proportion 
speak English. Our energetic Inspector of Schools is very anxious 
to bring forward a good class of Chinese boys as interpreters 
but apparently meets with no encouragement, ‘The cadets sent 
out in future should be required tolearn either Tamil or a dialect 
of Chinese, so aa to check the interpretation, which I suspect is 
anything but good, on account of the interpreters not knowing 
English, Everything is filtered through Malay, as everybody 
speaks it, But to make it the one serious study of all the cadet 
class is to throw away time. Why should Singapore in this re- 
spect be behind any Indian city? Oordu is not the only lan- 
guage studied by Indiaa officials by any means; of course they 
will have to pay for it, and pay well. But in this case the game 
is worth the candle. I hear that they offered the Protector of 
Chinese si/wen dollars a month for his performance of the duties 
of that office! He was interpreter, aud as such has a defined 
position and pay, while the Government fancy that successors 
Ere to be had for the usking. 

Speculation is agog as to who will succeed Captain Walshe as 
Inspector General of Police. Mr. Maxwell (now superintendent) 
certainly ought to have the acting appointment till Captain 
Danlop’s return; but “oughta” sometimes turn to “ crosses.” 

As a memo for the new Governor when he comes, I may add 
that a “ Master and Servants’ Act” is the’most pressing domestic 
necessity atthis moment. The proper policing of the settlement, 
the introduction of the captain system amongst the Chinese, and 
the divisious of the city into wards, a better fire brigade, a re- 
constructed municipal council and numerous other matters de- 
mandattention. Education too—secular education in its broadest 
sense— wants aid. I shall have something to say on these 
matters in my next. 
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PENANG. 
The Penang Gazette has the following items : 
A Mr. M‘Closky, late of Labuan, has, we see, been appointed 
to the Colonial Surgeoncy of Malacca; and rumour says Mr.

vince Wellesley, vice Dr. Jackson, who has resigned the Straits 
Government service. 1f report speaks true, either the Secretary 
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of State has acted in the most arbitrary manner in appointing 
an outsider, or both Sir William Jervois and Colonel Anson have 
not fulfilled their promises to the present “acting” incumbent. 
This, however, can scarcely be a matter for surprise, seeing the 
spirit of justice and refined sense of their respective obligations 
evinced by the actions of the above two high officials of late. 
There is this excuse for Sir William Jervois, he has left the 
colony ; Colonel Anson has not! The former may possibly not 
have had an opportunity of fulfilling his promises ; the latter 
has not this excuse to fall back on. 

‘A gang of Teoh Chew Chinese, armed to the teeth, made a rush 
in at the Police-station at Pulo Teecoos, and after frightening 
and disabling the policemen in it they went across the road, 
broke and entered into a Chinaman’s shop and carried away 
jewels and money to the amount of $2,000, When they were in 
the shop they met with some resistance, which they overcame, 
after inflicting serious wounds upon three of the male inmates, 
who are now lying in the General Hospital. ‘ 

Mr. Justice Phillips will be relieved of his Penang duties by 
‘Mr. Justice Wood. The latter arrived in Singapore by the 
French mail. 

From Perak we learn that H.M.S. Growler in going through 
the passage separating the island of Pangkore from the main 
Jand struck on asandbank. The depth of water forward was 
five fathoms and aft three feet at low water. We are told that 
the position she at present lies in is a most perilous one. On the 
one side a dangerous reef stretches out, and on the other exists 
the sandbank on which the vessel now lies, the breadth of the 
fairway being no more than 100 yards, and the water shallows so 
suddenly on either side that soundings are of little avail, the 
sides of the bank ad reef rising up so precipitously ; and to add 
to the danger, the tides run during springs through ‘this narrow 
channel at a tremendous rate. The Pyah Paket on her passage w 
from Singapore, having heard of the accident while in the Pera 
river, hurried to her assistance, and was requested to report her 
postion to the authorities here, and obtain the assistance of 

ighters, &c., from Penang to relieve the vessel of her guns, &c. 

It is gratifying to observe from our advertising columns that 
some of our Chinese residents have formed themselves into a 
Club, for mutual recreation, on principles and system quite 
European, and unlike their troublesome secret societies. To this 
club we learn the families of the members ‘have been admitted 
to dinner parties and recreation, thus doing away with the cruel 
seclusion to which the women of other Chinamen are subjected. 
‘We hope the members of this club will yet introduce other re- 
forms, and they certainly deserve to be encouraged ; but in con- 
nection with the club we are assured they have yet more to do 
in order to bring it to a par with similar European institutions. 
‘We trust, however, that as the club grows folder in a moral 
point of view it will be a benefit to its members. Our horse 
races also show that the Chinese are appreciating European 
sports. No doubt the more they come in contact with Euro- 

ns, the more they will learn to adopt their habits, and let us 
ope that the young Chinese will copy what ia good in the 
institutions of the former while avoiding to imitate what is not.

The stimulus given to production by the 
heavy settlements here and in Hankow in the early part of last month 
is shown in the fresh arrivals now coming in daily, in contradiction to 
the native assurances that there was nothing more being packed, and 
that the hongs in the country were positively closed for the season. 
Those who placed belief in such assurances would seem to ignore the 
fact that there is no such thing as a short crop of teain China. The 
aupply of leaf is practically inexhaustible, andthe crop packed for foreign 
markets depends alone on the export demand. ‘The leaf costs little to 
pick and still less to grow ; hence anything over ten taels per picul in 
Shanghai willlead the countrymen to bring down common tea rather than 
sell itunpacked for native consumption at 83 per picul. Once packed, we 
know thut it will be bought by shippers at some price, and go to 
swell the export. ‘That the action of shippers in paying 10d. per Ib. 
for teas only worth 8d. in London has led to this disappointment is 
not to be wondered at. From Foochow similar action has produced 
similar results, aud the probable ten millions deficiency there hns 
dwindled down toa possible five. Green: There had been a quieter 
business during the week, settlements being -Teenkai, 1,500 hali-chests 
at Tis, 20 tu U5 Pingsuey, 3,500 half-chests, at Tls, 134 to 34. Business 
had been almost in abeyance, pending receipt of positive advices from 
the home markets as to what is really the consumption of green tea. 
It appeared to be so rapidly diminishing that, with the stocks on hand, 
only about half the quantity which the new season's yield will produce 
will be wauted in the consuming countries.

GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hawpune, Oct. 16. 

‘Tho great questions of the day are the Parliamentary ¢lections in 
France, and anyone here feels persuaded that the result of them, how- 
ever it may turn out, will be of great influence upon the situation in 
the western part of Europe. Yesterday, already, it was visible from 
the arrived telegrams that the Republicans, although losing a good 
many seats, atill would be victorivus, and would command a strong 
majority, a fact which at least by our exchange is regarded as a fuypure 
able one, being welcomed by it with a “hausse.” On the other side 
many politicians are of opinion that Mr. Macmahon ia not at all the 
man to be easily subdued, and that the situation at present is still very 
far from being satisfactory. 

The deputies to the German Reichstag and Prussian Landtag (Diet) 
hitherto have been elected for a period of three years; but now in 
Governmental circles it is intended to prepare a law according to 
which such an election shall be intended for a five years’ period. As I 
hear this law may find great objection in the Reichstag, the members 
ch get no allowances, md the sacrifices which they have to bring 
ing a three years’ session are rather considerable enough vo let 
he wish them not to Le enlarged any more.

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
AmsterDaM, Oct. 17. 

‘We hear nothing positive about the Ministerial crisis. The papers 
print more or less speculative siygestions as tu the result of the con- 
ference which has been held between the King and Mr. Kappeyne 
Van de Coppello, In the meanwhile the routine business is being con- 
tinued by the Chamber in the Sections, and several reports have beer 
published with much haste. I scarcely need add that these documents 
have ouly a very minor importance in the present state of politie™ 
matters, In your last. issue you published the telegraphic outlines or 
the report upon the East Indian Budget, which I will now fill up. 
General compliinta are made avout the unsatisfactory statements of the 
financial position, The Ministerof the Colonial Department estimated the 
xpensesof the Atjeb war at 14 millions per month, while in the year 1875 
14 millions were expended, and the Minister of the Financial Depart 
went estimated the outlay for 1876 at 20} millions, A good administras 
tion ought not to make such blunders. Explanations were asked for ree 
specting the unfavourable balance of 164 millions. Some members 
were of opinion that there is much exaggeration in this estimate, 
which should be reduced to f, 0,652. The plan to issue a loan in order 
to cover this deficit of 16 millions meets with general opposition. The 
proposal to tax the European residents in the East Indies is approved. 
of The proposition for the selling of cutfee in Java is supported by 
most of the members, I repeat that these remarks have ouly a rela- 
tive interest, beeatse it ix not very probable that the present Minister 
of the Colonial Department will have to defend bis Budget. 

I have already told you that some of our principal houses trading 
in coffee had addressed themselves to the Minister of the Colonial 
Department, stating the necessity for altering the system of holding 
public sales. They urge that the Trading Company ought to sell every 
ck the quantity umived, instead of accumulating a stock and selling 
ly nine times a year, ‘This scheme has met with opposition from 
other firms, who think that the present system is the best, and ought 
not to be altered; I believe Mr. Alting Meer is in favour of an alteration 

Mr. J. J. Angelbeek has forwarded an address to the Mivisteriel 
Council to ask redress fur certain grievances which he thinks he has 
suffered, You will remember that the Second Chamber, when dealing 
with these claims, passed to the order of the day. 

I regret to record the death of Mr. Van Rappard. He served his 
country well, both in his judicial offices and in his Parliamentary 
capacity. His death is much deplored.

THIS MAIL'S NEWS. 

The present mail does not bring any very important 
political news. Affairs seem to be going on as before in 
connection with the Convention; but there are already 

ve practical warnings as to the inadvisability of leaving 

e collection of lekin duties to the Chinese officials. The 

Shanghai papers express very great dissatisfaction at the 
regulations which, as recently noticed, have been promul- 
gated at the new ports on the Yangtsze, and at Wenchow, 
with reference to this tax. At the latter place they are 
spoken of as being sufficient entirely to strangle the trade, 
and they have already caused large numbers of shipments 
from Shanghai to be countermanded. If this policy be 
adhered to, the “opening” of the new ports will be only 
an opening in name, and the restrictions hitherto ex- 
isting upon trade will be in reality but little mo- 
dified. General satisfaction is expressed at a state- 
ment which has gained currency, to the effect that 
Lord Derby has telegraphed to the British Lega 
tion at Peking to make a strong representation to the 
Tsungli-yamén about the proposed closure of the Woosung 
Railway; which, he is reported to say, would be regarded 
as aretrogade and unfriendly act. It is also understood 
that the Shanghai Chamber of Commerce purpose address- 
ing the Foreign Ministers at Peking on the subject. The 
locusts have been less numerous, and the fears respecting 
them were subsiding. At Shanghai a meeting of the 
Trustees of the Sailors’ Home has taken place. 
The news which is brought by the present mail from 
Japan, though it has lost much of its importance in view 
of later telegraphic information, is of much interest. At the 
date of last advices the announcement was made of what 
then appeared to be the final collapse of the insurrection, 
and the flight of Saigo and Kirino at the head of a small 
band of devoted followers, Since then an entire change 
took place in the state of affairs, and troops, which had 
just returned from the war, were hurried back. After the 
departure of the rebels from Nobeoka they pushed to the 
south, and after meeting and defeating the troops under 
General Miyoshi, they, on August 31, entered and once 
again took possession of Kagoshima, which was only 
guarded by afew hundred policemen. The news, which 
was not received by the Government until August 2, 
caused great excitement. At the latest dates the rebels, 
despite the efforts of the men-of-war and troops, were still 
in possession of the town. The National Exhibition at 
Uyeno was opened on Sept. 1. 























In our Singapore news it will be seen that Sir Wat 
Jervois had a narrow escape of assassination at Perak. 
The comments we made lately on the injudicious conduct 
of Acting Governor ANSoN have a remarkable confirmation 
from this circumstance. In connection with Straits matters 
we may mention that Mr. Reap, M.L.C., returned to Sin- 
pore by last mail. Mr. J. G. Davipson returns next month, 
but not in Government service, of which he has experienced 
enough. The Moar State question is not yet settled ; the 
natives are not averse to annexation. We consider this to 
be the best solution of the difficulty, aud we trust that 
Lord CARNARVON will see the wisdom of this course. We 
understand that Lord CarNnarnon will shortly receive a 
deputation from the Straits Settlements Association, to 
Yepresent certain matters connected with the conduct of 
public business in the colony. 


THE CONSULAR SERVICE IN CHINA. 

From various causes there appears to be a great want 
of organisation with respect to the Corsular Service in 
China. Pressure of important European questions at the 
Foreign-office has doubtless left less leisure than under 
ordinary circumstances for the consideration of matters 
connected with distant places; but after making every 
allowance for this, there is still room for complaint at the 
manner in which the China Service has been neglected. 
There are at present a large number of vacancies in the 
service, which have been open for a long time past, but 
tor the filling up of which no steps are taken. By the 
last mail we learn that Mr. EVERARD had been sent as 
Acting Consul to Chefoo, though there were at least three 
or four gentlemen who were better entitled to the post, both 
on account of their seniority and their attainments, es- 

ecially with regard to the Chinese language, which it has 
Been given out should be one of the leading points taken 
into account in regard to promotions The delay in filling 
the various vacancies now open has resulted from the doubt 
as to what appointment would be made at Shanghai in view 
of the discussion which has been going on as to whether 
the offices of Judge and Consul should be united. This 
question has kept the post unfilled since the resignation of 
Sir WALTER MEDHURST, but now that the point is decided 
there is certainly no reason for the continuance of this 
block. The staff of Consular officers at present in China is 
by no means excessive, and it is certainly a matter of regret 
to see good men dropping off from it. The question arises 
how it is that in so many instances being in the Consular 
Service results either in men getting incapacitated by se- 
rious illness, or leaving it in disgust, and it is time that 
some more attention were paid to the manner in which 
it is managed. This year, fur some reason, the usual 
notice of vacancies for student interpreters has not ap- 
peared, though it would seem that it would be likely to be 
required ere long, and altogether there is too much evi- 
dence that the Consular Service in China has been very 
cruelly neglected, while weightier questions have been 
pressing near home. If, however, the Foreign-office 
is prevented from attending to such details, might not the 
suggestion which was thrown out some time ago, that the 
China Consulates should be placed under the management 
of the Board of Trade, be advantageously acted upon? 
There are no doubt some objections to that step ; but still 
it would be better that the service should be attended to 
by an office, in some respects less suited to its exigencies 
than continue under a Department which, though perhaps 
better fitted to manage it, simply neglects to do so. 





THE CHINESE ENVOY ON OPIUM-SMOKING. 

THE memorial from the Chinese Envoys here to the 
Peking Government—of which a translation is given in 
another column — shows that the question is regarded 
py the Chinese officials themselves far more from its 
economical aspect than from general and moral considera- 
tions. The latter, in point of fact, are hardly entered 
upon, while it is very important to note that it is stated 
that the cultivation of the native drug is made a source of 
revenve to the local and Provincial officials. This has been 
surmised for many years past to be the fact, but it has not 
been before officially declared. Now, however, that this is 
the case, there can be no doubt that the opium question as 
raised by the Chinese Government is, in its most imme- 
diately practical form, merely the question whether the 
Provincial officials or the Imperial authorities shall ob- 
!tain the squeezes raised upon it. If there is an increase 
in the duty on the foreign drug, the extra revenue will go 
into the Imperial treasury; while if the cultivation of 
the native drug increase, the imposts laid upon those con- 
j nected with the cultivation will go to swell the incomes of 
Provincial officials. This consideration evidently has great 
weight with the Peking authorities, and it probably forms 
the key-note to their action as to the Jekin. If that tax 
be levied, as is proposed by the Convention, it will probably 
ge to the Imperial treasury; en revanche, the local man- 
larins will put on taxes which will reimburse them for 
the amount thus transferred. It is, however, clear that, 
whatever their general views as to the injuriousness or 
otherwise of opium-smoking, the point with which the 
Chinese Government are at the present moment most

concerned is that connected with the duties, and this will 
have to be decided entirely upon its own merits; and we 
are confident that a more satisfactory settlement will be 
arrived at, and more substantial justice be done to the 
Chinese, by confining the discussion to the actual point at 
issue than by entering upon a wide question which, what- 
ever its merits, is not that which our Government is called 
upon to decide in connection with the Chefoo Convention. 





THE CHINA CUSTOMS’ SERVICE. 

Nor the least interesting among the publications which 
have been recently issued by order of the Inspector-Gene- 
ral of Customs is the second volume of the “Service List” 
corrected to August Ist last year. To the now large num- 
ber of persons both at home and in China who have friends 
engaged in the Imperial Maritime Customs the volume 

ill ‘naturally be of interest, while it is also worthy of 
notice as illustrating the manner in which a thoroughly 
organised service has been established from the compara- 
tively small beginnings of the Foreign Inspectorate. Out 
of the arrangement suggested originally by Sir Joun 
Bowntne, whereby assistance was afforded to the Chinese 
authorities to collect their revenue, has sprung up the pre- 
sent service, which is as thoroughly organised in its various 
departments as any in Europe. Much of this is due to 
the pains which have been taken by the present Inspector- 
General, Mr. Hart, who, with many difficulties to contend 
against, both from within and without, kept steadily before 
his mind the object of making the Customs a recognised 
service, and this end he has now fully attained. From the 
little volume before us we note that the service now 
numbers twenty-four Commissioners (including the In- 
spector - General), twelve Deputy- Commissioners, and 
eighty-nine assistants in its indoor staff, in addition to an 
out-door staff of 214 tide-waiters, examiners, &. There 
are also the Harbour-Masters’ Department at Shanghai 
numbering seventeen, the Light-house Department, number- 
ing fifty-one. The Chinese staff consists of 218 clerks 
skilled employés, officials, servants, &c Branches of the 
Customs Service are, as our readers are aware, now estab- 
lished at all the Treaty ports, and the system is found to 
work well and harmoniously, and to be to the benefit of 
trade as well as that of the Chinese revenue. Though at 
first opposed as an innovation upon the old easy system by 
which each merchant made through his compradore his own 
terms as to duties, and as entailing trouble in the entry 
and clearance both of goods and ships which had not before 
existed, it is now as much regarded as an element in busi- 
ness as the Custom Houses here, and the employés are 
generally recognised as efficient and courteous. The old 
feeling against the Customs has, in fact, quite become a 
thing of the past ; it is felt to be as an institution which 
is necessary, legitimate, and well-conducted. Even those 
who differ with Mr. Harr, the InspectorGeneral, as to 
some of his more ambitious actions, are willing to admit 
that he deserves much eredit for having, against much oppo- 
sition, succeeded in raising the China Customs Service to 
ite present high position. 


INDIAN TEAS. 

Never in the history of the Tea trade has there been 
more distinct evidence of the extent to which Indian teas 
are competing with those from China than during the pre- 
sent season. Although those who have paid attention to 
the results which Indian teas would inevitably bring about 
havo long forescen the present state of affairs, the change 
has never before received so unmistakable and practical 
anillustration as is afforded by the fact that the estab- 
lished range for China teas has become something between 
7d. to 1s. per Ib. for the bulk of the imports. The import 
of Indian teas for the season 1877-78 is estimated at about 
32,000,000 Ibs., or, in other words, it will be close upon one- 
fifth of the entire supplies from China. Of the increased 
consumption of Indian teas even those who are not profes- 
sional tea-tasters can form a very accurate idea by observ- 
ing the peculiar piquancy, combined with a certain strength 
and absence of delicacy, which characterises the bulk of the 
black teas bought in the shops. The grocers are blending 
India teas with China more and more freely, in order to 
add strength to their mixtures; and there is no doubt that 
the public taste is steadily leaning towards “body” in tea 


as opposed to flavour, so that at Prevent every advantage 
n the competition is on the side of the article from India. 
These facts go strongly in confirmation of the far-sighted 
view which was some time back expressed by Sir WALTER 
Mepuvrst, H.M. Consul at Sharghai, and to which we 
called prominent attention at the time, to the effect, namely, 
that unless the tea growers in China employ more care in 
the manufacture of their black teas, they will in the course 
of time be entirely ousted by those from India. The in- 
crease in the production and export shows very clearly what 
may be expected from this quarter, and it is very important 
to bear in mind that as the cultivation increases it may not 
prove impossible to produce teas in India which will com- 
pete in flavour as well as strength with those from China. 
One satisfactory effect of the competition by the Indian 
teas is not to be overlooked. It will tend—combined with 
other causes which have of late influenced the markets—to 
bring the range of selling prices here into closer conformity 
with the cost of production, and this will cause the Chinese 
producers and dealers to be less disposed to stand out for 
exorbitant rates, seeing that an unwillingness on their part 
to meet purchasers may at any given moment result in 
loss to them—whereas with a wide margin between the 
prices here and those of production in China, the Chinese: 
have only to consider a question of accepting a less profit. 
When, however, it becomes impossible for the growers and 
country dealers to bring the teas down without loss, they 
will limit the quantity, and thus a healthier state of things 
will be induced. With, however, these two facts staring them 
in the face, the Chinese, if they are wise, will introduce a 
little more care into the culture. On the other hand, there 
is no doubt that the reckless competition by foreign 
buyers has done much to mislead the natives ; and that 
European buyers, no less than the Chinese dealers, are 
clearly called upon to remember that the market here can- 
not by any possibility be “made” by that in China, w hile 
year by year supplies, increasing both in quantity and 
quality, are freely arriving from our Indian possessions. 


A CORRESPONDENT referring to the police case in which 
SHENG-KUEI, one of the servants of the Second Chinese 
Envoy, was charged with being disorderly, calls attontiom 
to a somewhat knotty point of international law connected 
with the subject. We can hardly undertake to decide a 
question which would probably puzzle even professional 
men ; but we make no doubt that the members of the 
Chinese Legation will use due discretion in demanding 
Ambassadorial privileges. Perhaps the case was hardly 
important enough for so very large a question to be brought 
forward ; and doing so was a Tittle suggestive of the expres- 
sive, if slightly vulgar adage, of taking a scaffold pole to kil? 
a very diminutive insect, 


WE understand that Mr. H. O. Brown, of the Chinese 
Customs’ Service, has been appointed Secretary to the 
Chinese Legation at Berlin. H.E. Lur is still in London, 
and the delay in his departure seems somewhat noticeable, 
as it is now some months since he has been Minister desig- 
nate. It is to be presumed that tho first matter which 
will occupy H.E.'s attention will be the revision of the 
German treaty, and this will, of course, have an important. 
bearing upon the negotiations now going on with reference 
to the Chefoo Convention, as by the most favoured nation 
clause we are entitled to any concessions that may be made 
to any other Power. 


Mr. C. W. Hituier, of the Consular Service, who has. 
for some time been attached to the Chinese Legation, returns. 
to his duties in China by the French Mail of the 18th 
November. Mr. A. R. Hew err remains in England, 
attached to the Foreign Office. Mr. CLEMENTS ALLEN 
returns to China shortly. Mr. CARLES is now on his 
way home on leave ; and we believe that leave has been 
granted to Mr. Mayers, the Chinese Secretary at Peking, 

rt. Monegan, the Consul at Tientsin, and Mr. Kine, Consul 
at I'chang. There is no truth in the rumour that Mr. 
Kine had resigned. 


THE examiners for the Davis Chinese Scholarship have 
notified to the Vice-Chancellor that they have assigned 
it to Mr, ARTHUR ANTHONY MacponkELL, scholar of 
Corpus Christi College. Mr. MACDONELL gained the Tay- 
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lorian Scholarship for German last year. The examiners for 
the Davis Scholarship were Sir T. F. Wave, Her Masesty's 
Minister at Peking; Mr. R. K. Dovatas, Professor of 
Chinese at King’s College, London; Mr. A. WYLIE, agent 
of the British and Foreign Bible Society in China; and 
Rey. Dr. Lecce, Professor of the Chinese Language and 
Literature. 


WE understand that the threatened law suit, with refer- 
ence to silk transactions, between Messts. Hoc, WALKER 
and Co. and Messrs. SrracHAN and Tomas will not be 
proceeded with, a compromise between the parties having 
been effected.

AMBASSADORIAL PRIVILEGE. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

Sir,—I notice in the report of the proceedings before the 
Magistrate at the Marylebone Police-court, in regard to the 
servant of the Chinese Legation who was drank and disorderly 
in Stanhope-street, that Dr, Macartney, the Secretary, said that 
“he presumed that, on his identifying the defendant as belong- 
ing to the Chinese Legation, and one of those whose names had 
been given to the Police and the Forcign-oflice, the man would 
be liberated to be dealt with by the Legation.” 

‘The Magistrate very adroitly avoided raising this interesting 
question by hearing the evidence first. It happened that it was 
such as justified the man’s being discharged, and thus the knotty 
point was steered clear of. : 

_Is it not, however, stretching the peels of Ambassadorial 
privilege too far to claim exemption from the ordinary laws of 
the country in such a case as this?) Ambassadors are considered. 
by international law free from the jurisdiction of the countries 
they are accredited to, and this privilege has been extended to 
those who are bond side their suite, such as their secretaries, 
attachés, &c. but it seems out of all reason to claim the same 
privilege for a man who is merely in the position of a servant, 
and whio ie brought up for a breach of peace and good order, i., 
for a purely municipal offence. I very much doubt whether Am- 
bassadorial privilege can be claimed to this extent ; but it is 
satisfactory to find that the Chinese Envoys and their advisers 
have so good an appreciation of their rights.—Y ours faithfully,

A work which will be welcomed by those who are interested 
in the antiquities of China has been issued by Mr. E. J. Brill, of 
Leiden, namely “Chinese Currency, Coin and Paper Money,” by 
W. Vissering, LL.D. It contains an elaborate historical review 
of the subject, chiefly from the Chinese “examination in cur- 
reney,” which appears in Mah-tuan-liu’s Eneyclopordia, deseribed 
by M. Abel Remusat in the Biographic Unicersell, The work 
contains illustrations of a large number of ancient coins and a 
fac-simile of a bank note of the Ming Dynasty. To readers in 
China desirous to inform themselves on the ideas of the Chinese 
relative to currency this work will be of very great value. It 
shows the ditliculties which have from time to time arisen 
and have resulted in the anomaly of China, ove of the 
greatest commercial countries, being to the present day with- 
out any other curreney than the miserable copper cash of 
which a thousand go to the dollar. The chief obstacle has ap- 
parently been a fatal facility for coining, which always defeated 
the etforis of the Government to establish new coins, This 
might be removed in the present day by the coins being struck 
by some of the modern processes which would make them diffi- 
cult of imitation by the Chinese; but experience shows that even 
foreign coins are often successfully imitated in Chi One of 
the most curious facts noticed in the book is that China was at 
one time troubled with a “double standard” difficulty—the 
question, however, arising from the relative values not of silver 
and gold, but of the humbler metals, iron and copper, used for 
the production of “cash.” 

Among the novelties of the present season has been the pub- 
lication in Lisbon of the tragedy of /azalet in Portuguese, the 
translation being made by the King of Portugal. About 1,000 
copies of the book have been struck off; it has been priuted at 
the Imprensa Nacional, on very good paper, and got up in good. 
le. The King does not offer the work for sale, and it is pub 
lished anonymously, although all the world knows who is the 
author. ‘The effort is considered very ambitious, and the exe- 
cution is praiseworthy; but the text of Shakespeare presents 
many difliculties in the way of a flueut renderiug into Por- 
tuguese. 

The Geographical Mugazine for this month contains notices of 
M, Dapuis's explorations in Yunnan ; a paper on the Delta of 
the Yangtsze, by Mr. Samuel Mossman, and a description of 
Formosa, by Mr. James Morrison. 

A First French Book, by Henri Bué (French Master at the 
Merchant Taylor’s School). London: Hachette and Co. Kin, 
m-street.— This is a very excellent little work, aud wi 
be welcomed both in schools and for private teaching, It bears 
the impress of an experienced teacher ; and is marked with great 
care in pointing out the peculiarities of the language in construe- 
tion, idiom aud pronunciation. The printing also deserves a word 
of notice, the variations in termination, &c., to which it is de- 
sired to call atteution being given in excellent boldtype—so that 
the utmost use is made of the eye—probubly the most powerful 
of all senses in assisting the memory, especially in the case of 
young people. There is no doubt that it will quite fulfil the 
author's wish, modestly expressed in the preface, of becoming “a 
useful and handy primer.”

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THE CHEFOO CONVENTION AND THE 
OPIUM TRADE. 

The Secretary of the Anglo-Oriental Society for the Snppres- 
sion of the Opium Trade addressed a letter on the 4th inst. te 
Lord Derby suggesting that China should be relieved from the 
Treaty obligation imposed on her by force to admit Indian opium 
into her ports, and urging his Lordship to ratify cliuse 3, sec- 
tion 3, of ‘the Chefoo Convention as a step towards the removal 
of an international wrong. The letter also complained that 2 
report from Sir Thomas Wade, supposed to be needful for the 
elucidation of the subject, was not presented im ertenso along 
with other documents laid before Parliament last Session relating 
to this matter. ‘The following reply to this communication has 
been sent from the Foreign-office :— 

“ Foreign-office, Oct. 12, 187 —I am directed by the Farl of 
Derby to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 4th inst. rela- 
tive to the Chefoo Convention, and Tam to inform you, in reply, that 
the observations of Sir Thomas Wade on trade will hereafter be pre: 
sented to Parliament, together with any further papers which there 
may be upon the subject when the Convention in question has been 
finally considered. I'am at the same time to express to you his Lord- 
ship's regrot that he is unable to accede to your requost to be furnished 
with Sir Thomas Wade's observations on trade, as it would be prema- 
ture, and contrary to official usage to give papers to the society before 
they are officially published.—I am, Sir, your most obedient humble 
servant, “TENTERDEN.” 


MEMORIAL BY THE CHINESE ENVOY AND 
ASSISTANT ENVOY TO GREAT BRITAIN, 
RECOMMENDING THE GRADUAL SUPPRES. 
SION OF OPIUM-SMOKING. 

We extract from the North China Herald the full text of the 
translation of the memorial by the Chiuese Envoys in London, 
of which we gave a résumé in our last issue :-— 
































April, 1877. 
Your servants reverently solicit that the Sacred Glance may be cast 
‘upon the memorial they herewith lay before the Throne, representing 
the injury which is caused by opium,—the fact that public associ 
tion bas been formed in China and in Europe to agitate for prohibi- 
tion against its importation—and the urgent necessity which exists 
for an endeavour on the part of China to take steps in the matter. 
‘They humbly submit that trade has been carried on for upwards of 
thousand years past between Europe (Jit. the Western Ocean,—Si 
Yang) and Canton ; that during the period of the Ming dynasty, Matteo 
Ricci travelled in China, followed by Adam Schall and Ferdinand Ver- 
Diest under the reigns of sovereigns of our present ruling line ; and 
that at the audience to which Ma Keh-li (Lord Macartney) was sum- 
moned by his Majesty the Emperor Kao Tsung (K'ien Lung), permis- 
sion was specially granted for the use of the European form of siluta- 
tion, nt all which successive periods [intercourse was helt] without 
Prejudice or ill-will. The breach of amicable relations which ensued, 
in the year 1840, in consequence of the resolution taken for the pro- 
hibition of opium, bas been repeated at successive intervals, with the 
result which is seen at the present day. It may be asserted, therefore, 
ag a fact, that the disastrous collisions between European nations (Si 
Yang) and China owe their origin to opium. When the evil is traced 
home to its source, and its injurious consequences are appreciated, little 
doubt can remain as to the anxious care (lit. scratching of the head and 
wrinkling of the brows) which should be devoted to their remov: 
by precept and prohibition. Since the period (a.p. 1839) i 
of Tao Kwang, when the use of opium was declared a criminal offence, 
and endeavours were made to impose a stringent interdict upon the 
ractice, the official class has failed to carry out this enactment as the 
law requires ; and so far as concerns the persons holding official situa- 
tions, canilidates for the Government examinations, and the suldiery, 
‘who, on the resolution being taken in the year 1859 to rescind the 
interdict, were still forbidden to smoke the drug—the restriction has | 
been regarded as a mere form of words, and a atate of ignorance of 
any restriction being in force has continued to prevail. It is neces- 
sary to observe, therefore, that the interdict against oj 
first imposed in the reign of Yung-Chéng (a.p. 1723-1735). 
ite earlier period the drug was used only in medicine, and trafficked 
within the limite of the Chinese Empire. Thanks to the vigour 
and wisdom of the administration, and the aystem of public in- 
struction, together with the respect shown by the official class 
for the duties of their position, the laws were oveyed among 
the masses in fear and trembling, and none made bold to be- 
come smokers of the drug. ‘The practice only becarno widely pre- 
valent in the early years of the reign of Tao Kwang (beyin- 
ning A.D. 1821), since when it has gone on increasingly. [Culti- 
‘yation] having been iutroduced from India into Yunnan, the Nan T'w 
(Yunoan opium) came into use; from this it extended into Sze-ch' wan, 
and the Ch'wan 7"u (Sze-ch' wan opium) hence took its rise. A further 
atep introduced it into Kansuh, upon which the $i 7" (Kansuh opium) | 
became added to the list ; and by successive stages it spread into Kwei- 
chow, Shensi, and Shansi, For ten or twenty years past agriculture 
‘has been abandoned for the growth of the poppy-plant, in a yearly in- 
creasing degree, whilst the importation by Europeans into China has 
also gone on upon a progressive scale, It has been plainly evident 
that the larger the extent of the cultivation the greater is the number 
of those who indulge in the use of the drug ; so that it would seem as 
though the entire population of China were about to lose their accus- 
tomed ways of livelihood, and with shrivelled necks aud sallow visazes, 
gasping painfully for breath, to become no better than au utter wrecR. 
Men of the educated class in Europe, who have become aware of the 
extent to which the injurious consequences of the use of opium are 
felt, and of the degree to which China has suffered from its effects, 
have combined in establishing a public association to agitate for the 
































suppression of the cultivation and trade in the drug. On the arrival 
of your servants at London, they have been approached with represen 
tations on the subject by a deputation of upwards of fifty persons, 
including a person of hereditary title (the Earl of Shaftesbury), a 
member of Parliamont named ——(), anda missionary named 
Likétannapi ‘inced in this outward manifestations the upright 
sentiments with which they were actuated. 

Your eervauts would huinbly submit that the way to effect the sup: 
pression of opium smoking is not to multiply prohibitive enactments, 
‘The first step which it calls for is to develop a feeling of honourable 
self-respect among the hi her official classes; and an even still more 
tial requisite is that supervision should be maintained on their 
‘own account and enforced in the case of others, by the superior autho 
rities, in order that all latitude and sanction be withheld from the 
practice. ‘The course it would be proper to pursue is to fix a term of 
three years’ duration, requiring of the Governors-General and Governors 
of the provinces that they should direct the several district authorities 
under them to canse large quantities of auti-opium prescriptions to be 
le up and distributed, and to bring home the fact to the public 
mind that the period resolved upon will terminate at the completion of 
three full years. On tho expiry of the period, such persons as shall 
fail to in the further continuance of the practice to be dealt 
with as viz., those holding official positions to be denounced 
and of their rank; graduates at the third and secondary 
exatuiuations, to be deprived of their degrees; and responsible 
authorities, who shall have failed to report offences within their 
ken, to undergo the like penalty. Moreover, as the law provides 
that in the case of all candidates for the primary civil and 
military examinations, the individuals coming forward shall be 
held. mutually responsible for each other, by bond, in groups of five, 
the interdict against opium should be made a paramount consideration, 
aud all who connive at a case of indulgence should be equally debarred, 
from the privilege of competition. In tie case of the “ student class "(*) 
ail such as are addicted to opinm-smoking should, in the first instance, 
be suspended from the privilege of esamiuation ; and in the case of any 
such as may furtively gain entrance into the competition, the salaried 
licentiatos who havo given security on their behalf should be punished. 
by deprivation together with the actual offender. aried licentiates 
who smoke opium should, as a preliminary measure, be deprived of the 
right of standing as security ; and if any, notwithstanding, should be 
found improperly exercising this function, the superintendents of 
instruction should pay the penalty by deprivation of their offices. 

The object with which it is sought to secure that, within the term of 
three years, there shall be no opium smokers left within the educational 
associations of the country, is that of stimulating in a right direction 
the popular resolve, and inspiring a firm determination, which, after 
all, consists simply in appealing to the sentiment of self-respect. 

With regard to the cultivation of the poppy in Sze-ch'wan, Yunnan, 
Kansuh, and Shensi, the matter of first importance is that an effective 
check be placed on the action of those in authority. Your servants 
have been informed that the produce yielded by a mow of land under 
poppy cultivation exceeds by several times (the value] of that derived 
from land under ordinary tillige, and this at a less expenditure of 
labour. The authorities, consequently, at the provincial capital, in the 
departments, and in the subordinate districts, have introduced addi. 
tional levies of an illegal character, and collect an unauthorised duty 
upon the opium produced, whereby a revenue is obtained, itself larger 
by several times than the amount established by law for the regu- 
lar taxation, Both officials and people having in this wise a source 
of profit open to them, the practice has spread far and wide this 
long time past, in every direction, The population which employs 
itself, moreover, in the cultivation of the poppy, including both 
the sexes, has become addicted to the practice of smoking, in the 
absence of means to place the popalation under a stringent prohibi- 
tion, aa is done in India, against the smoking of the opium which is 
there produced. As a result of this state of affairs, slothful and negli- 
gent habits are developed, aud a wasteful system of expenditure be- 
comes daily on the increase, It is impossible, consequently, in many 
casea, to meet the demands of the established system of taxation, and 
the evils of poverty make themselves felt. ‘The supplies which are 
required for the food of the people are interfered with, and the stores 
which should fill the granaries become reduced to nought, In view of 
the boundless evils which must follow in the train of a wide extension 
of the poppy cultivation, it cannot be imagined that we can continue 
to hold our own, 

The fact should be recalled that in the reign of Yung Chéng (aD. 
1723—1735) an Imperial edict forbade the cultivation of sugar-cane in 
the province of Kwangtung.t The motive of this earnest step was 
anxiety on bebalf of the food supply of the people ; yet if, in the case 
of the sugar-cane, which itself produces an article of daily necessity in 
food, the heart of the Sacred one was disturbed with care, how much 
the more must this be the case in respect of opium, an actual source of 
injury to the State ! 

Prostrate, therefore, we would entreat your Majesty to adopt a 
policy, tirm in principle although lenient in point of time. Within a 
period of three years, [we would have] the provincial Literary 
Chancellors throughout the Empire required to set matters right 
as regards the educational associations within their several juris- 
dictions, and the Governors-General and Governors required to 
effect such reform as is necessiry among the rauks of their subor- 
dinates, As regards the cultivation of the poppy, it will be ne. 
cessary, farthermore, that the high authorities should require the dis- 
trict and department magistrates to call upon the notables and people 
generally to set matters right in the localities respectively under their 
control, a change being thus gradually brought about by patient etfort

THE WOOSUNG RAILWAY. 

Mr. Richard C. Rapier writes as follows, from 5, Westminster- 
chambers :-— 

“Tam sorry to say that latest advices fully confirm the conclusions 
of the leading article in The Times of October 13, as to the present 
prospects of the Woosung Railway. True, the 31st of October has not 
yet arrived, and the railway is not yet actually closed ; true, also, that 
strenuous representations have been made by their Excellencies the 
Ambassadors here, and by other powers more or less influential, in 
favour of continuing the working of the line. There is, however, not 
much hope of these representations being successful. With reference 
to your suggestion that ‘ the proceedings of the promoters were not quite 
80 frank as might have been desired,’ I urust you will allow me to point 
‘out that it was always considered too much to expect that a Chinese Vice- 
roy should publicly take the responsibility of approving so considerable 
an innovation, and thus no previous approval could reasonably be 
asked ; the most that could be hoped for was that the railway might be 
let alone, and that this in time might lead to further steps. Moreover, it 
is not yet by any means clear whether the proposed closing of the line 
is the spontaneous act of the authorities or the result of other and com: 
petitive influences. The possibility of such being the case is supported 

yy the rumours afloat as to a concession having been granted for the 
mauch-coveted line to Succhow. Evidences have not been wanting that 
others, oesides the well-known China house which undertook the first 
experiment, are equally anxious to try their hand at the solution of 
the interesting problem of railways for China. Be this as it may, it 
may fairly be considered that the cause has at least made some pro- 
gress. To make nine miles of railway in a populous part of an un- 
‘willing country is no small feat, and much credit is due to the skill and 
tact which achieved such a result. It is most satisfactory to know 
that those who risked their capital have a good prospect of receiving it 
back ; and it is also pleasant to know that those (both here and in China) 
who have for so many years given time and energy to the work are not 
discouraged. The same energy which overcame the first difficulties 
may yet have opportunities for making itself again felt.” 


CHARTERED BANK OF INDIA, AUSTRALIA, 
AND CHINA. 

An extraordinary general meeting of the shareholders in the Char- 
tered Bank of India, Australia, and China was held at the Cannon- 
street Hotel on the 17th inst., for the purpose of declaring an ad 
interim dividend and electing a director. The chair was occupicd by 
Mr. William Paterson. Mr. W. C. Mullins, the secretary, having read 
the notice calling the meeting, 

The Chairman said it might be within the knowledge of the share- 
holders that the meeting that day was called for the simple purpose 
stated in the notice calling it, which bad just been read by the secretary, 
and therefore the business to be transacted and the proceedings gene- 
rally might appear somewhat tame. ‘The simple fact was the directors 
had really nothing to say but. that the bank's business was good and 
progressing most satisfactorily and eafely. No doubt it would be 
gratifying to the shareholders, as it was to the directors, to know that 
from the accounts which had been received they were in a position to 
recommend a somewhat better dividend than that which they felt justi- 
fied in proposing at the corresponding period of last year. (Hear, hear.) 
At that time the board were enguged in making provision for any defi- 
ciency which might arise consequent upon the depreciatioa in the value 
of silver, and at the last annual meeting he was enabled toinform the 
shareholcers that the board had done so, and that the capital employed 
abroad bad been so placed as to render it practically independent of 
another silver panic. Should such occur it would Le easy to convert 
the capital into gold under the nuost adverse circumstances. Since 
that time there had been many fluctuations in the value of silver, and 
the board had guarded the bank by avoiding long forward purchases, 
such has some of their competitors made. He believed there was a 
Prosperous future before the bank ; the cost of imports and exports 
generally was now such as must, in his opinion, not only leave a fair 
margin of profit, but wlso render Indian banking safe ; ‘aud when he 
had the pleasure of addressing the shareholders at the annual meeting 
he hoped to be able to give them a satisfactory account of the result 
of the year's operations. In conclusion he moved the following reso- 
lution :—“ That an interim dividend for the half year ended 30th 
June last, at the rate of six per cent. per annutn (free of income-tax), 
be now declared, payable on and after the 24th inst.” 

Mr. John Jones sccondet the motion, which was put to the vote, and 
carried unanimously. 

‘Tho Chairman reminded the shareholders that when last he had the 
pleasure of addressing thei he was enabled to announce to the meet- 
ing that Mr, James Whittall, formerly of the firm of Jardine, Mathe- 
son and Co., of China, had joined the buard. He did not think that he 
need say anything further in support of the proposition, especially in 
the presence of that gentleman, and he had, therefore, very great plea- 
gure in proposing that Mr. James Whittall be elected a dircetor of the 
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Mr. William Macnaughtan having seconded the motion, it was unani- 
mously agreed to. Ei 

Mr. Morrison then proposed a vote of thanks to the chairman, 
directors, manager, sub-manager, secretary, and staff for their able 
and successful conduct of the Bank's business during the past half 
ear. 

This having been seconded, was carried by acclamation. _ J 

The Chairman, in thanking the meeting for the compliment just 
passed, said that, however much the board might do, their efforts would 
be unavailing unless they were most ably and efficiently seconded by 
their managers and their subordinates. He could assure the share- 
holders that the Bank was greatly indebted to Mr. Gwyther, the ma- 
ager, and staff for the zeal and ability with which they discharged the 
duties of their respective offices. (Cheers) 2 

Mr. Gwyther, the manager, thanked the meeting on behalf of his 
colleagues and himself for thecompliment paid them, and the proceed~ 
ings terminated. 


CHARTERED MERCANTILE BANK OF INDIA, 
LONDON, AND CHINA. 

The half-yearly meeting of the shareholders in the Chartered Mer- 
cantile Bank of India, London, and China was held on the 16th inst. 
at the offices, 65, Old Broad-street, for the purpose of receiving a report 
and statement of accounts from the directors, Mr. George G. Nicol 
occupied the chair. Mr. D.T. Robertson, the chief manager, having 
read the notics calling the meeting, and presented the report of the 
directors, 

‘The Chairman said that under ordinary circumstances, as the present 
was an interim meeting, he would bave nothing to say ; but, following 
the opinions of the shareholders as expressed at the previous meeting, 
the board had given the shareholdera a statement of accounts for the 
half-year. It was somewhat against the spirit of the charter, and the 
board did not think the shareholders would be greatly benefited, but. 
as it was their wish the board had no hesitation in complying, the 
more especially aa there was nothing expressly forbidding it in the 
charter. The accounts presented that day were, therefore, made upin 
a complete form, similar to that which would be presented for the 
year, but they only embraced six months, and the only difference be- 
tween them and the accounts which could 'be presented for the whole 
year was that the balance of £34,000 remained as a balance, instead. 
of being passed to reserve fund. The results of the half-year’s opera- 
tions, so far as it was possible to ascertain them, had been most favour~ 
able.” The prst half-year had been a trying one to most banks. They 
had to contend against the bad condition of trade, the adverse rate of 
exchange with India, and the great depression in the silver market ; 
but notwithstanding all those drawbacks the accounts presented 
that day showed not only that the bank had been able to hold its 
own, but that the results achieved were highly creditable, and he 
believed and hoped that the shareholders would #0 consider them, 
So much for the past. As to the present, nothing could be more satis- 
factory. When they met at about this time last year some appre- 
hension was felt; but that had all passed away, and all mistakes made 
had been rectified. There was only one other matter to which he need 
call attention, and be did so at the earliest moment in order to pre- 
vent gossip out-of-doors magnifying it. There had been a failure 
in Java by which the bank might suffer somewhat, but so cautious 
had the management been in obtaining security, he was happy to say 
that the loss, whatever it might be, would not in any material way 
affect the calculations of the directors or the prospecta of the cur- 
rent hulf-year, which were exceedingly satisfactory, (Cheers.) 
As to the depreciation in silver, he could only repeat the 
opinion he had expressed before—namely, that when the sup- 
ply from Germany was exhausted there would be a complete 
reaction, and the evils which the money market were at present, and 
had been for some time past suffering from, would be alleviated. The 
capacity of India for the absorption of silver was not only wonderful, 
but he believed almost unbounded. Formerly she only took five to six. 
miilliona, but now absorbed from twelve to fifteen millions annually, and 
was likely to be able to take still more, so that when the supply of silver 
from Germany and other countries was exhausted there would be as. 
great a scramble in the markets of the world for silver as there was at 
present for gold. (Hear, hear.) He could only say that he looked for 
ward with every confidence to the future of the bank, and he doubted 
not that the results of the current half-year would be eminently satis- 
factory, not only to the directors, but to the shareholders generally. 
He was warranted in taking a sanguine view as to the future, as the 
exyortations from India, stimulated by improved means of transport, 
must always afford a wide ficld for sound and legitimate banking 
enterprise. In conclusion, he had only to declare the dividend at the 
rate of 8 per cent. per annum, and say that if any shareholder desired 
further information he should be very happy to afford it. 

No questions being asked, 

‘The Chairman called upon the Chief Manager to read the notice 
calling the extraordinary meeting ; and that having been done, he 
reminded the shareholders that the bank's charter expired within a 
year, and it was necessary that the board should have authority from 
the shareholders to petition the ‘Irensury for a renewal, and accept 
such modifications a8 might be necessary or imposed. Being a chartered 
bank, he thought—and he believed the ehareholders would agree with 
the board—that it was advisable to apply for a renewal. The present 
Government was averse to granting charters, but it had not refused to- 
renew charters for @ term to those Lanka which already possessed one. 
He therefore moved—* That the court of directors of this bank be, and. 
they are hereby authorised, for and on behalf of, the company, to apply 
for and accept a renewed or supplemental charter for extending the 
existing charter of the company for a period of ten years from the 
expiration thereof cr for such other period, and generally upon such 




















teriny and under such provisions and conditions as to the directors shall 
seviu fit, and aa they may be able to obtain the same.” He might say 
that in’ applying for the new charter it was possible that one or 
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two modifications would be made; as, for instance, with regard to 
tho election of directors, it was not now necessary that six months’ 
notice should be given, as formerly nine-tenths of the shareholders were 
in Tndia; now, on the contrary, fully nine-tenths were this side. It was 
also probable that a clause might be introduced reducing the qualifi- 
eation of the directors ; it was now a hundred shares, which was some- 
what high. It was desirable to get good men, and it was not always 





possible to do so with such quulification. 
Mr. J, Murray Robertson briefly seconded the motion. 
M 


. Richardson thought that the present qualification of the directors 
-, 100 shares, which represented at the present price about £2,500 
—was not too much for a director of the bank to hold, He certainly 
thought that good men could easily be obtained who could find qualiti- 
cation to this extent. 

Other Shareholders expressed similar views, and inquired what special 

+ there was in bringing the subject forward, 

‘The Chairman said he kad only mentioned the matter because it had 
been mooted at former meetings by the sharebollers, who thought it 
might be desirable to get first-class business men to join the board, who 
could not for the moment ave their way clear to withdraw so mach 
money from their private firms, but who might bring much strength 
to the bank, The expression of opinion given that day would, bow- 
ever, be attended to, and the qualification of the directors not reduced, 

‘The motion was then put and carried, and the proceedings closed 
with a vote of thanks to the chairman,

dented calamity had occurred in the South of India in the form of the 
dreadful famine of which all had heard. Taking all these into account, 
the shareholders would no doubt not be aurprised that the Corporati 
had been less successful than it might otherwise have been. The 
amount of bills in circulation not bearing intereat was £5,740,000, or 
just £1,000,000 less than the figure at the corresponding period last 
eur, This showed how the adverse circumstances above mentioned 
id affected the Bank.

THE IRON TRADE. 

The Civil Service Gazette says :—Have British manufactures touched 
the highest point of their destiny, and are they moving towards their 
decline and fall? Has British trade reached its greatest development, 
and is it doomed to a course of gradual contraction and decadence ? 
‘We hope not : yet there are people of large practical experience, com- 
Petent to judge the present and penetrate the future, who mournfully 
though unequivocally declare that the sun of England's commercial 
supremacy and industrial glory has aot, and that henceforth they will 
have to struggle for bare existence in the shade, and languish in adver 
sity es low us their former prosperity was high. Many who take this 
gloomy view of our manufacturing, mining and other native industries 
have given warnings more or less distinct, and expressed their 
sentiments in language more or lesa emphatic; but no one has 
spoken so plainly, 80 impressively, so despondingly as the great 
Welsh ironmaster who is known in Wales as the “Iron King.” 
Mr. Robert Crawshay, of Cyfarthfa, having had a letter addressed 
to him by a workman, asking whether there were any hopes of 
® resumption of activity at the vast iron-works of Cyfarthfa, 
returned an answer which, coming from such a man, formerly the 
largest employer of labour in the Principality, is impressively aad and 
dispiriting. “Trade,” writes Mr. Crawshay, “is worse than ever it was, 
and I see not the slightest chance of Cyfarthfa starting again; and I 
believe if it ever does start it will be under different circumstances to 
the present, as it will require 8 large sum to be laid out in improve- 
ments, such as making steel raile, &c. I am too near my grave to think 
of doing anything of the sort, and I think so badly of trade altogether 
that I huve no wish to see my sous remain in it. I am feeling very 
poorly, and do not thiok I can possibly live very long, and, if I am 
able, [ shail sell the works before Poe. There is nothing now to bind 
me to them, for [have been estranged from them by the conduct of 




















the men, I always hoped and expected to die with the works going, 
and the same feeling amongst the men for their emaployer ; but things 
have changed and all is different, and I go my grave feeling I am a 
perfect stranger, as all my old men are gone, or nearly su.” If stand- 
ing alone this desponding letter would be sufficiently alarming ; but, 
unfortunately, there are many other corroborations at hore and abroad 
of the fact that our manufacturing industries, especially those in iron, 
are in a declining condition, We learn from a trade journal that two 
directors uf an old Yorkshire firm, on visiting the Adirondac range in 
the vicinity of Lake Champlain, “found mountains of ironstone as fine 
as the Dannemora and Swedish brands, Under the primeval forests 
there are sail to be stored inexhaustible supplies of rich black ore 
which cannot be equalled in this country, extending over a district as 
large as Yorkshire.” ‘The game gentlemen are also reported to have 
seen large bands of miners—including representatives of all nationali- 
ties—“tumbling down the mountain’ side masses of ironstone of the 
richest description.” The result of this remarkable discovery is that 
the house above referred to has lately removed its headquarters to the 
United States, It is, moreover, the opinion of those familiar with steel 
manufactures as carried on in America that in this department Eng- 
lish trade with the United States “is soon to be extinct.” In truth, 
from various causes—new discoveries, unrestricted foreign competitiun, 
the suicidal insanity of employers and employed, &c.—our iron manu- 
facture is in a deplorable state, But to despair would be un-English ; 
a revival is nut impossible, and while there is life there is hope.
